XV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


(Supplied by the Commonwealth Meteorologist, Mr. W. S. Watt.) 


No. 41.—Notes on the Rainfall and general weather conditions in Western Aus- 
tralia during the months of April, May, and June, 1935. 


April.—T wo rainstorms visited the Agricultural Districts during the month. Both were of northern 
origin, and the first, which came in early, was responsible for a general Wheat-belt rain extending 
through the fruit and dairying country. It also reached the South Coolgardie Goldfields and the 
coastal portions of the West Gascoyne, where the falls exceeded an inch. 


At many districts in the Wheat-belt the rains were sufficiently heavy to partly fill the dams, while 
they enabled farmers to proceed with fallowing. Grasses also shot, providing the lambing ewes with 
green feed. 


Unfortunately a spell of fine weather then ensued with warm temperatures and drying easterly 
winds, and it was not until the 24th that a promising rain storm came in from the Indian Ocean. But 
except in the more northern portions of the Wheat-belt the effects were negligible, and at the end 
of the month the need of widespread rains was apparent, not only for farming operations and grasses, 
which had been cut back by the dry period, but also for the water catchments. In many sections 
dams were empty and water-carting was still in progress. 


The Northern Wheat districts, which received good rains from the second disturbance, were in 
a much better position than the other sections, but even here further rains would have been acceptable. 


Scattered showers fell only in the tropics, while no rain was reported from the Northern Goldfields, 
and very little in the Gascoyne. The Coolgardie Goldfields fared somewhat better in the more southern 
portions, nearly an inch falling at Coolgardie. 


Temperatures both day and night were close to the average. The middle of the month was noted 
for warm day temperatures and drying easterly winds, while the coldest nights occurred towards the 
end of the month. Very few frosts, if any, occurred in the Wheat-belt, while there was not any par- 
ticularly rough weather on the coast. 


May.—With the exception of a few coastal stations the May rainfall was considerably below the 
average. The rains were chiefly of the coastal type, inland districts being visited at intervals by light 
to moderate falls. The more easterly and north-easterly portions of the wheat belt, in consequence, 
received less than the normal amount of rain for the month, and this shortage was reflected in various 
ways upon condition of crops and stock. 


The first rains occurred on the coast and through the dairying and fruit country on the 6th and 
were followed up by good rains on the 8th which penetrated the Avon Valley and districts to the south. 
A spell of fine weather then ensued and continued till the 26th, when rain commenced to fall on the 
coast, extending the next day to all parts of the wheat belt. The unsettled weather lasted till the 
end of the week with moderate falls on the coast and light registrations inland. 


While these rains were of great benefit to feed, and early-sown crops, a good general rain was wanted 
so that ploughing operations could be continued. In view of the long continued dry weather the 
amount of rain recorded at some of the far north-eastern and eastern districts was too small to be 
of much use, and in these areas the need of a heavy rain was urgent. In the more southern districts 
this need was not so pronounced, owing to the heavier gaugings and to the falls registered earlier in 
the month. 


Turning to previous records it is found that May of this year in the northern, north-eastern and 
eastern areas was one of the driest on record. The Mullewa total was 30 points, and since 1896 there 
have been only three Mays with lower figures. At Southern Cross, where readings started in 1889, 
there have been only four Mays with totals lower than the present 28 points. 


Throughout the pastoral country a light shower or two only was reported, and the continuous lack 
of rain was assuming a serious aspect. 


Temperature figures showed that both day and night temperatures had been warmer than usual. 
Some frosts were experienced, but they were not at all severe. Rough weather was, on occasions, re- 
ported across the Bight, but it was not sufficiently severe to seriously delay shipping. 


June.—The month of June was characterised by an under-average rainfall over the wheat-growing 
and pastoral areas of the State, the only exception being on the coast between Albany and Esperance, 
where the latter station showed an excess of over four inches above normal. There were four rain- 
storms in all which affected the agricultural areas, but after passing the Avon Valley and the Great 
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Southern railway, the gaugings with few exceptions dwindled away to a few points in the far north- 
eastern and eastern areas. Disturbances affected the coastal areas on several other occasions during 
the month, but although the showers associated with them lingered for several days, they reached the 
inland areas only in a light and scattered fashion. The Gascoyne was affected by the agricultural 
rains of the 12th and 13th, but the coastal stations only were the ones to benefit to any extent. No 
rains were reported from the Kimberley, North-West and Fortescue, while the Northern Goldfields 
registered light falls only. Somewhat better results were obtained from some stations on the Cool- 
gardie Goldfields, and no doubt the pastoral country in this division would have benefited to some 
extent. 


The present month over the north-eastern and eastern portions of the wheat belt ranks amongst 
the driest ever experienced. Taking Mangowine Springs, records of which extend back for 47 years, 
as a guide to these areas it is seen that on only nine occasions have totals as low or lower than the pre- 
sent June figures been noted. These were in 1892, 1894, 1902, 1905, 1911, 1914, 1922, 1928 and 
1932. Speaking generally the totals for the month over coastal areas, the Avon Valley and along the 
Great Southern railway and its spur lines, represented from 62 to 67 per cent. of the average, while 
on the Midland and Wongan Hills-Mullewa railway it amounted to 37. Further inland the proportion 
dwindled rapidly towards the eastern and north-eastern fringes of the wheat growing country, 
where only about 26 per cent. of the normal June rainfall was received. In these districts, owing to 
the rain shortage during April and May, conditions had reached a very critical stage. 


Temperatures during the earlier portion of the month were warmer than usual, but the latter half 
was characterised by cold, easterly winds and inland frosts. 


Air movements were extremely sluggish, the anemometer registering an average daily run of 
less than 200 miles, one of the lowest ever recorded for any month since the commencement of obser- 
vations in 1898.
